ceived any of the alleged bribe, al­ 
though it would attem pt to prove 
directly th at $6,000 raised by Tonk­ 
awa citizen# had passed successive­ 
ly through the hands of Val Gard­ 
ner, a resident of Oklahom a City, 
and A. B. Snodgrass, assistant state 
highway commissioner, and a close 
friend and confident of the gov*# 
ernor. 
The statem ent said that an ef­ 
fort would be made to prove th a t 
the money was given to Snodgrass 
in six $1,000 bills; th at In a few 
days Governor W alton, w ith two 
other men went to Kansas City and 
that shortly^fter^ jthe governor pur­ 
chased $6,700 w orth 'of stock in a 
building and loan association, m ak­ 
ing the paym ent mostly in Liberty 
bonds. 
Testimony will also be introduce 
ed, according to the statem ent, to 
show th a t when a report of the al­ 
leged transaction later became cur­ 
rent Snodgrass went to the hospital 
where G ardner was ill, advised him 
to deny all knowledge of the charge 
and took him from the, hospital to 
the governor’s office w here the ex­ 
ecutive was in conference w ith Dr, 
E. T. Bynum and Aldrich B lake, 
both of whom were successively ex­ 
ecutive counsellors. Later, according 
to the statem ent, when th© legisla­ 
tive 
inquiry had 
been 
instituted, 
Snodgrass went to Perryville, Mo., 
where G ardner was a t the bedside 
of a sister, who was iii and re­ 
newed his w arning. 
Expect to Show Intim acy 
The statem ent said th a t testim ony 
would be introduced to show th a t 
a great intim acy existed between 
Snodgrass 
and 
the 
governor and 
th at the case against the executive 
would be based on this alleged inti­ 
macy and the circum stances of the 
trip to Kansas City and purchase 
of the building and loan stock. 
Blake was

COMING 


THE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


The announcement that a speedy 
dissolution 
of 
the 
British parliament may be expected and new elections held 
may have a variety of meanings. It may be possible that the 
present government has found the burdens of rule so onerous 
that it will welcome a defeat in order to escape further re­ 
sponsibility. It is also possible that the government seeks an 
expression from the people on its policies. 
Under the British system a parliament may sit five years 
without an election. However, it is seldom that this is done. 
The legislative program is shaped by the cabinet affd in the 
event the program is defeated in parliament the cabinet re­ 
signs, parliament is dissolved and a new election is ordered 
If the old cabinet fails to win a majority of the seats in parli­ 
ament, a new one ic organized in line with the .views of the 
majority party. Again if the cabinet decides to do so, it may 
dissolve parliament at any time and order a new election as 
appears to be the plan at this time. 
Finally if a cabinet wishes an expression from the voters 
it may order a dissolution of parliament and a new’ election. 
Some years ago during Asquith's tenure as premier, two elec­ 
tions were held iii less than a year and Asquith was upheld 
in both. As a result he forced the taxation reform as outlined 
by Lloyd-George, then minister of the exchequer, through 
the house of lords, for the lords dared not defy the expressed 
will,of the people. 
In the present case the announcement that the two fac­ 
tions of the Liberal party headed respectively by Asquith 
and Lloyd-George, have buried their differences and will 
present a united front to the Conservative and Labor parties. 
The voters, like those of America, wanted a change and elec­ 
ted a Conservative parliament about a year ago. Apparently 
the change bettered matters but little and it is possible that 
the coming election will see the pendulum swing back to­ 
wards the Liberals. In the present parliament the Labor party 
is second in voting strength and the coming election will see 
a hot three-cornered fight with the possibility of either Lloyd- 
George or Asquith being returned to power at the head of a 
Libertal cabinet. If no party has a clear majority the position 
of the government will be a most difficult one and a coalition 
cabinet composed of two of the parties is apossibility. When 
Ireland was represented in the British parliament the nation­ 
alists usually allied themselves with the Liberals and gener­ 
ally it w as through this vote that a Liberal government main­ 
tained itself in power. With that support gone the Conserva­ 
tives have a distinct advantage, except where the Labor party 
. is strong.
